EXHILARATING SPORT IN THE MOUN- 


TAINS OF WYOMING. 


Beautiful Cre»tnre§ Brought to Zarth by 


Leaden Messenger*—Tenderfeet from the 
East Meet with Remarkable Success In 
the Hunt. 
On our arrival at the Crystal Spring ranch 


ny friend P., of New York, and myself, 
learned that deer were plentiful in the moun- 
tains to the east of the ranch, consequently 
we determined to try our luck on the follow- 
ing day, the Messrs. T., the proprietors of the 
ranch, agreeing to accompany us. 


"The searching eye of heaven" was just fir- 


ing "the proud tops of the eastern pines" as 
we set out, each mounted on a stout little 
broncho and armed with a good rifle and a 
large hunting knife." We were also provided 
with lunches, in order to enable us to be ab- 
sent the whole day if necessary. 


After fording the river several times, which 


runs through the ranch in a winding course, 
we crossed a comparatively level expanse of 
grassy land well irrigated by a system of 
ditches, and bef orelong commenced to ascend 
the foothills of the mountains. The keen, 
bracing mountain air, so different from that 
of the "effete" east, seemed to inspire us with 
fresh energy and spirits, as in single file we 
trotted briskly along the trait 


THE BEAUTIFUL ANTKLOFK. 


On reaching the summit of a rather stesp 


hill we saw a group of antelope quietly graz- 
ing in the bottom of a broad valley about a 
quarter of a mile from us. F. and myself 
dismounted and attempted to get nearer to 
them, but they soon spied us and made off 
with such speed that "they seemed in run- 
ning to devour the way." We sent a couple 
of flying shots after them, but to no effect. 
These animals are very shy, and as they are 
usually found in the open country, it is very 
difficult to get within rango of them. Their 
curiosity, however, is easily excited, as they 
arc as inquisitive as Mother Eve, and this fact 
is often taken advantage of by hunters, who, 
by lying flat on the ground and gently wav- 
ing a handkerchief or some other conspicu- 
ous object, can often entice them within 
shooting range. They are beautifully formed 
creatures, about the sizo of a sucking calf, 
their coats being of a fawn color and their 
tails white and bushy. Their heads are shape- 
ly, and in the case of the bucks are surmount- 
ed by a pair of slender pointed horns, hence 
their name of the proug horned antelope. 
Their eyes are of exquisite beauty, being 
large, dark and languid looking, and hence 
have often served as images to poets. 


We again mounted and rode on for several 


miles, when the nature of the country altered 
as we approached the highest part of the 
Iange, being composed of high hills covered 
with pine trees and separated by deep "draws" 
with precipitous banks. In some places they 
looked almost perpendicular, and it seemed 
almost an impossibility to descend them, but 
the sure footed little bronchos, now cautious- 
ly picking out the spots affording the best 
looting, again putting their feet together and 
allowing themselves to slide, would carry us 
safely to the bottom. Occasionally, on reach- 
ing a particularly bad place, we would dis- 
mount and lead our animals, and, on one oc- 
casion, we were surprised to see one of our 
companions give his horse a shove and allow 
him to partly roll and partly slide down the 
bank, while he himself followed leisurely on 
foot, the broncho recovering his feet and pa- 
tiently waiting for his rider at the foot of the 
hill.

\Ve now determined to divide our party, 


having first agreed upon a place of meeting, 
R. and myself taking one "draw" and our 
companions riding some distance futher "to 
work" another.

After drawing lots for first shot, the choice 


falling to R., we rode slowly along the sides 
Of the draw, keeping our eyes wide open for 
deer. We rode on for several miles when, to 
our delight, n band of seven bucks appeared 
on the divide opposite to us, who, on catch- 
Ing right of us, suddenly stopped, threw up 
their antlered heads and sniffed the air, form- 
Ing a picture that would cause any hunts- 
man's heart to beat morp rapidly. We hasti- 
ly dismounted and opened fire upon them, 
but seemingly to no effect, as they disap- 
peared into the next draw. The failure ol 
my shot was probably due to "buck fever;' 
but this could not have been the case with 
R., who had killed numbers of them before. 


Leaving our horses, we followed them 01 


foot as fast as the nature of the ground woulc 
permit, and on reaching the top of the divide 
we noticed that the next draw was walled in 
on the opposite side by a steep bluff, render 
ing escape in this direction impossible, and 
the deer had halted in the bottom, uncertain 
which way to run. We again fired and evi- 
dently had both aimed at the same animal, 
as the largest one of the group fell to the 
ground. The echo of our shots from the op- 
posite bluff seemed still further to confuse 
the rest, and they hesitated long enough to 
enable us to get several more shots at them, 
and three more bowed their proud, antlered 
heads and bit the dust. The other three then 
started up the draw with lightning speed and 
were soon beyond range. We were highly

which passes through a man's breast as he 
sees one of these noble creatures fall beneath 
his well directed shot needs to be felt to be 
fully appreciated. 


We had each killed two, although we could 


not determine with certainty who had shot 
the large buck, as there were three shots in 
him, any of which would have proved fatal. 
He was indeed a beauty, as large as a year- 
ling steer, sleek and fat, with a magnificent 
head, finely shaped and adorned with a pair 
of large, spreading antlers which we were 
very careful to preserve with a view to hav- 
ing it mounted on our return to civilization, 
and hung at the head of the ancestral hall 
amid other trophies of the chase. We now 
whipped out our knives and proceeded to re- 
lieve him of his hide and to cut off the most 
edible portions, viz.: the hams, which we tied 
behind our saddles.

Farming in China. 


A farmer in China may be hired by the 


year for from $8 to $14, -vith food, clothing, 
head shaving and tobacco. Those who work 
by the day receive from 8 to 10 cents, with n 
noonday meal At tho planting and harvest- 
ing of rice wages are f'-ora 10 to 20 cents a 
day, with five meals, or "a cents a day with- 
out food. Few land owners hire hands, ex- 
cept a few days during (.he planting and har- 
vesting of rice. Those f-ho have more land 
than they and their sona can till lease it to 
their neighbors. Much land is held on leases 
given by ancient proprietors to clansmen 
whose descendants now till it, paying from 
$7 to $14 worth of rice annually for its use. 
Food averages little more than $1 a month 
for each member of a farmer's family. One 
who buys, cooks and fats his meals alone 
spends from $1.50 to $3 a month upon the 
raw material and fuel. Two pounds of rice, 
costing SX cents, with relishes of salt fish, 
pickled cabbage, cheap vegetables and fruits, 
costing 1)4 cents, is the ordinary allowance 
to each laborer for'earli day. Abernethy'a 
advice to a luxurious patient, "Live on six- 
pence a day and earn it," is followed by near- 
ly every Chinaman. One or two dependent 
relatives frequently sharo with him the six- 
pence.—San Francisco Letter.

indications are that it IE only tbebeglnnin 
of a season like that of 1881, when ther 
were raits all tbrongh the Winter, and tb 
lowest temperature, and last was only for 
a few hours, was six degrees above zero. 
Last night and this morning added a third 
of an inch of water to the precipitation

of snow fell in the mountains. Tbe storm 
Beamed general, and the soil, parched by 
the rajs of a cloudless sun for nearly two 
years, is getting well saturated, and snow 
is occumu'iumg in the mountain ranges.

He is an ardent 
advocate of Bilvar remouetization end is so 
thoroughly convinced of the justice of the 
causa, that he cannot ocnceive how Con- 
gress find the Administration can refcse 
longer to place the metal oa nn equality 
with gold at the mints. The Senator says 
there is not much, if auy, over production 
of silver at present, the demand being 
about "equal to the supply, and if we cannot 
get free coinage, tha Government should 
at least coin the §4,000,000 per month, 
authorized by the Att cf February, 1878. 
If Congress refuses to pass a free coinage 
Act and the Administration declines tu 
coin 4,000.000 standard dollars monthly, 
which, ho believes, would soon restore sil- 
ver bullion to par. he would consider the 
Sliver producing States justifiable in placing 
an electoral ticket in tha field at the next 
Presidential election and giving the elec- 
toral votes of those States to the candl 
(late, pledged to do the most for silver. 


Senator Jones has always been one of 


the ablest advocates of nilver remonttization 
His speech on the Bland Bill, or Sl<er 
Bill, as it was generally called, was the 
most comprehensive, by all oddr, ever de- 
livered on the subject, and the argnmeniB 
which he advanced were unanswerable 
When the battle is renewed this Winter, as 
tbe representative of a silver producing 
Slate, be will doubtless be found in the 
front ranks dealing sledge-hammer blows 
for the metal which was debased by the 
fraudulent legislatiou of 1873.

ORDINANCE NO. 


Of the Town of Reno, Waahoe 


County, Nevada 


An Ordinance Regulating the Storage of 


Petroleum or the Refined Product* 
of Petroleum, 


T 


HE BOAUD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
of Waslioe county, State of Nevada, do ordain 


as follows: 


SECTION 1. Tlist It shall be unlawful for any 


person, arm or corporation to stoie or permit the 
storage of, or keep tor sale within the limits of 
tbe town of Reno, in any one building. In a larger 
quantity than one hundred gallons, any petroleum, 
or the refined products of petroleum, ciccpt tuo 
same be kept in metal cans or Iron tanks, and 
stored in a building or warehouse conttru tei a* 
herein provided, used and to be used exclusively 
for the storage of such substance and none other. 


SEC. 2. That any building or warehouse to be 
used for tbe purposes aforesaid shall be built of 
stone or brick or both combined, with at least 
thirteen inch walls, with metal roof and metal 
covered doore, so a* to be practically fire-proof. 
That no such building or warehouse shall be 
erected until the porson, firm or corporation shall 
have first submitted tbe site selected therefor to 
the Goumy Commissioners, at a regular meeting 
for town purposes, and the said Commissioners 
shall have made a record ot tbeir approval of aald 
site for such purpose, and sball have iasued a per- 
mit authorizing such person, firm or corporation 
to erect such building or warehouse aa herein 
provided. 


SEC. 3. That any person violating any of tbe 
provlsione ot thia Ordinance is hereby deemed 
guilty of committing a nuisance, and, upon con- 
viction thereof, shall be fined in any sum not lee* 
than one hundred dollars, and not more than five 
hundred dollars, or be imprisoned in the county 
jail of \Va>Lo« county not exceeding ninety dayi, 
or by both such fine aud Imprisonment.
